New Y o r k , November 2, 1882. 
Nearly all the absentee», whose number 
and length of stay in the country or abroad 
increase every year, have, with the close of 
October, come back to town. 
The city ia 
very full, and is rapidly growing fuller, as 
the hotels and boarding-houees, and the 
active demand for any and every place to 
live amply attest. 
Many houses and 
apartments are now leased from October 
and November, instead of from May, as 
used to be the universal custom, and per­ 
sons who have cot yet secured domiciles 
for the w inter have difficulty in getting in 
anywhere. 
Almost all the desirable places 
have already been taken, and by the end 
of December there will hardly be, from 
present appearances, a decent habitation 
nnsecured. 


FASCINATION OF THE CAPITAL. 
Notwithstanding the extraordinary activ­ 
ity in builtliDg since last spring, and the 
frequently expressed opinion that building 
has been overdone, especially as to apart- 
ment-honses, the fact that the snpply con­ 
tinues adequate to the demand is only too 
obvious. 
The city’s population is, it is 
estimated, fully 250,000 larger from No­ 
vember to May than it is from May to 
October ; a very considerable part of the 
increase being composed of persons who 
pretend to live elsewhere, but spend more 
or less of the six cool months here. 
New 
\ ork is getting to be more and more of a 
wintering place every year, both business 
and pleasure attracting thousands from 
other section». 
A great many well-to-do 
families from New England, ths South and 
W est, are in the habit ,of coming to the 
metropolis either this month or early in 
December, to enjoy the gayeties of the sea­ 
son. 
M anhattan certainly presents a vari­ 
ety of ways of spending money, and those 
who have a deal of money to spend can 
readily have what is galled a good time. It 
is the constant and rftpid growth of wealth 
by accumulation within and without that 
renders this city »o vary dear. 
Price» are 
graduated to tbe incomes of the rich, aot 
to the earnings of the financial middle- 
class, the result being that, to people of

One might think it would be so severe, 
so unremuuerative, that any number of our, 
citizens would be worn out with it, arní 
would seek homes under more favoufole 
conditions, where the strain would bqj leas, 
where the chances would be better/ 
Bnt 
comparatively few, after having ipassed 
years here, can be persuaded to /change 
their abode. 
They prefer any am ount of 
friction, crowding aad pinching tío relative 
smoothness, space and ease in smaller cities. 
There is undeniably a fascination(in the big 
capital that cannot he felt away[ from it. 
The last quarter of ihe nineteenttti century 
demandtoaj^gitemen* 
mental a id social, 
and such excitement is to be had always ¿n 
Manhattan. 
I am acquainted with scores 
of persons who bave for years been living 
here fiom hand to mouth, who have no pe­ 
cuniary or other prospects whatever. They 
could unquestionably improve their condi­ 
tion by moving away, and they believe 
they could. 
Bht they, like so many oth­ 
ers, are wedded to New York and refuse to 
be divorced. 
They would rather rub along 
here than flourish iii the interior ; they are 
permanently under the spell of the metrop­ 
olis. 
The tens of Jhousands who have re­ 
turned are complaining of the 


EXPENSIVENESS OF THE CITY. 
This has become a chronic ccmplaint— 
prices having advanced, they say, even 
during their absence. 
For three or four 
years necessities as well as luxuries have 
been going up, notably within eighteen 
monthB, and ara higher to-day, it is said, 
taking them altogether, than they have 
ever been. 
As an example, the figures of 
boarding-houses have been put up ; those 
that have been charging $10 a week, now 
asking $12, and those that have been 
charging $12, asking $14 and $15. 
This, a 
most important change, must bear heavily 
upon a very large and industrious class. 
As to the hotels, rates of the leading ones 
od the American plan have long been $5 a 
day, beyond which it would be impolitic to 
go. 
Several of the principal theaters con­ 
template raising the price of tickets, for 
the best places, from $1 50 to $2 each, and 
livery stables taik of a farther upward 
turn for carriages, despite their large ad­ 
vance last January. 
These are styled su­ 
perfluities ; but superfluities have grown 
to be essentials which, as commonly rated, 
are very dear likewise. 
Provisions, all 
household articles, servants, rents, are 
higher than they were at this time a year 
ago, and there is no probability of their 
being lower. 
No wonder there is such an unremitting 
strife for money in this tumultuous, wear­ 
ing town—not to get rich, bnt simply to 
keep afloat. 
The shifts and straits to 
which the average New Yorker is put, 
year after year, in trying to make both 
ends meet, is scarcely suspected by the 
outside public. 
If he were not wonted to 
it, it would assuredly break him dow n; 
and then he is greatly helped, from time 
to time, by the ease with whioh he obtains 
credit, though it may well be doubted if 
credit doea not hart him in the long ran. 
The question is eternally asked, “ H ow de 
New Yorkers live J” 
The answer is, “ By 
credit.” 
The bnlk of them, after the man­ 
ner of Americans generally, are always 
drawing on the future, ^ e fact that the 
future seldom honors their' drafts in no 
wise interferes with their expectations. 
They are ever confident that Fortunaba» 
something in store for them, and although 
this is a delusion, it is a delusion to whioh 
they cling to the last. 
Thousands of Man- 
hattanese increase their indebtedness every; 
year, and really depend upon their capac­ 
ity to procure credit as a source of income. 
I t may truly be said that, in the midst of 
life they are in debt, which they only dis­ 
charge^ by dying. 
B nt for ardent hope 
New York wonld be well nigh depopulated. 
Most of us fight the losing battle of life 
here, sustained by eager expectations never 
to be realized.

requires money, and money she is resolved 
to have at all hazards.

The study of fables owes its new life to 
India, from whence the various migrations 
of fables have been traced at various times 
and throngh various channels from East to 
West. Bnddhism is not known to have been 
the principal source of our legends and 
parables. 
But here, too, many problems 
still wait for their solntion. 
Think, for 
instance, of the allnaien to the fable of the 
donkey in the lion's skin, whioh occurs in 
Plato’s “ Cratylns.” W as th at borrowed 
from the East ? Or take the fable of the 
weasel 
changed 
by 
Aphrodite 
into a 
womsn, who, when she saw a moose, 
ccnld not refrain from making a spring 
at it. 
This, too, is very like a Sans­ 
krit fable, but 
how, then, should 
it 
have been 
brought 
into Greece early 
enough to appear in one of the oomedies 
of Strattis, about 400 B. C. ? 
Here, too, 
there is still plenty of work to do. 
W e 
may go back even further into antiqnity, 
and still find strange coincidences between 
the legends of India and the legends of the 
west, withont aa yet being able to say 
how they traveled, whether from east to 
west or from west to east. 
T hat at the 
time of Solomon there was a channel of 
communication open between India and 
Syria and Palestine is established beyond 
doubt, I believe, by certain Sanskrit words 
which occur in the Bible as names of ar­ 
ticles of export from Ophir, articles such 
as ivory, apes, peacocks and sandalwood, 
which, taken together, could not have 
been 
exported 
from any country bnt 
India. 
Nor is 
there 
aay 
reason 
to 
suppose 
that 
the 
commercial 
inter­ 
course between India, the Rersian Galf,^ 
the Red Sea, and the M editerranean wa 
ever completely interrupted, even at th 
time when the Book of Kings is snpp 
to have been written. 
Now yon rememb 
in the Book of Kings the jndgm ent of " 
omoD, which has always been admired \ 
proof of great legal wisdom among 
Jews. 
I must confess that, not havu 
legal mind, I never oonld suppress a cor7 
tain shudder when reading the decision of 
Solomon—“ Divide the living child in two, 
and gave half to the odb and half to the 
other.” 
L et/m e now tell yon the same 
story as it ia told by the Bnddhists, whose 
sacred Canon is full of such legends and 
■arables. 
In the Kanjur, which is the 
ibethan 
translation 
of the 
Buddhist 
Tripitaka, we 
likewise 
read 
of 
two 
women 
who 
claimed 
each to be the 
mother cf the same child. 
The King, 
after listening 
to 
their quarrels 
for 
a long time, gave it up as hopeless to settle 
who was the real mother. 
Upon this Vis- 
akha stepped forward and said, “ W hat is 
the nse of examining and cross-examining 
these women ? 
Let them take the boy and 
settle it among themselves." 
Thereupon 
htiíh women fell on the child, and when 
{he fight became violent the child was hart 
2nd began to cry. 
Then one of them let 
lum go, because she con’d not bear to hear 
{lie child cry. 
That settled the question. 
Ih e King gave the child to the trae 
Brother, and had the other beaten vBith a 
* jd. 
This seems to me, if not the more 
primitive, yet the more natural form of the 
story, showing a deeper knowledge of ha­ 
tean nature and more wisdom than even

persons, except those in holy orders, could 
read, and accordingly the test for an ac­ 
cused person claiming benefit of clergy v as 
his ability to read. 
If he could not, ;he 
Courts would not part with the defendant, 
but proceed to try him as if he were a lay­ 
man. 
Afterward, when education beaame 
more general, other persons besides d e f a ­ 
men were able to read ; and so, ia the rtign 
of Edward IIL , Parliament extended/she 
privilege of clergy, aa it is sailed, to cle fldy 
laymen until the 
reign 
of S h zan th . 
Women were not allowed their clergy in til 
the reign of William aad Mary, when ¡Par­ 
liament extended the benefit to them. * In 
the reign of Henry V II., howevsr, a Mow 
was aimed at this singular privilege a | an- 
joyed by laymen, and a statute was then 
passed against “ diverse person lettered, 
who have been more bold to commit Mur­ 
ders, 1 rapes, robbery, theft, as well s i all 
fithe»mischievous deeds,” whioh ensjted 
that Biersons “ not within hfly orders ” 
accaseH of

offenses,

the words, " Miserere met Dew. ” 
In addi­ 
tion to the extraordinary character of this 
proceeding, in which a touch of grim hu­ 
mor seems perceptible, its absurdity is ap­ 
parent, for of course men might easily have 
coached themselves up in the required teat. 
The ecclesiastical Judge, who was generally 
the Bishop, might, however, bave given 
the defendant anything else to read ; and 
in either case, in the event of his inability 
to comply, might have handed him over to 
the law, ana this proceeding generally 
meant death. 
A custom which favored 
criminals solely on account of their good 
education appears to us, who live in times 
wheg it is justly thought that superior in- 
tellifnnce adds a stain to criminality of any 
kind¡ to be in the highest degree absurd ;

benelt of clergy, or learning—for “ clergy” 
tantam ount thereto—was not so 
as it seems.

The bistory of political parties in thia 
country furnishes a series of illustrations 
of the application of natural laws which 
has not been thus far heeded sufficiently to 
produce the reforms the need of which is 
indicated by these phenomena. All partie i 
are pure and earnest when they arise. 
They owe their origin to their superior 
fitness, as contrasted with that of their 
predecessors. 
They attract the best ele­ 
ments by the patriotism and wisdom of 
their principles, and they begin by bring­ 
ing strong men to the front. 
In tlieir 
earlier years these strong men establish 
their reputation. 
B at the higher that 
reputation is the lower will be the in­ 
evitable aubaequent descent of the party. 
For when the great and noble aims which 
inspired its youth have been accomplished, 
the tire of enthusiasm which wrought upon 
it dies oat, and the men who made it 
glorions 
retire, conscious 
that 
their 
míanos is fulfilled. Then commences party 
decline. 
To the unselfish patriots who 
guided it and maintained the elevation of 
ita purposes, suceeeds a very different class. 
The new men are selfish, scheming ad­ 
venturers, whose highest ambition is to 
traffic sucoeaafully upon the past reputation 
of the party. The first step tsken by these 
new manigera is to utilize the party dis­ 
cipline. 
The organization which enthu­ 
siasm made easy is forthwith cemented 
by sordid agencies. 
Gradually a blight 
steals over the party. 
It may go on for 
many years, shouting the same war-cries, 
rallying the same hosts, achieving the 
same successes. 
But during all this sec­ 
ondary period it is undergoing a steady 
deterioration, and when the process is 
completed all resemblance save that of 
name, to the original organization, has 
ceased to exist. 
Public-spirited men have little by little 
been ousted from its management, either 
by trickery, or from sheer inability to 
tolerate the methods which are employed. 
Principles have been abandoned. 
Plat­ 
forms have become as perfunctory as the 
petitions which are inscribed on the prayer- 
wheels of Tibet. 
By degrees the entire 
personnel of the management has been 
changed. 
W hat was originally uppermost 
has disappeared. 
W hat was originally at 
the bottom has come to the surface. Party 
politics haa become a profession. 
I t is 
carried on by chicanery of the 
most 
elaborate kind. 
It involves the constant 
ure of a long Beries of methods every one 
of which has been specially devised to 
cheat the public out of the suffrage, and to 
force upon therq. candidates whom they 
would never choose it ¡eft to themselves. 
In this Stage of party activity the Govern­ 
ment becomes merely an agency whereby 
friends can be rewarded. 
The pablic ser­ 
vice is degraded into a military chest. The 
right of the people to the fall and faithful 
service of the servants they pay, is ignored:- 
The dominant parity uses the offices on the 
theory that th e y / are partisan accessories 
and perquisites. | This audacious and adroit 
system, coupled 1 with 
the hypocritical 
repetition of th y o ld Shibboleths, suffices 
for a long perio^ to bnoy up the decadent 
organization. ^Meantime, by the operation 
of inexorable laws, it is becoming more cor­ 
rupt « itinually./ Year after year ita bet­ 
ter ele ents are eliminated, and year after 
year it attracts toi itself more of the dema­ 
gogue |d corruptionist elements.

The nobler and more brilliant the youth 
and j vitality of a party, the more certain 
is it* age to be corrupt. 
The very strength 
and -, tenacity of the popular faith, inspired 
by its early deeds, and kept alive by their 
m e«ory, only afford further time for the 
establishment and dissemination of those 
destroying agencies which are destined to 
reverse all its glories, and to substitute for 
the living light of patriotism and principle 
the Dead Sea ashes of its bitter and cor­ 
rupt senescence. 
The longer the posser, 
sion of power the more disastrous the final 
fall, because then the cup of the people’s 
anger must be so much the fuller. 
If there is any one point in American 
political institutions where amendment 
seems specially needed, it is in regard to 
the spurious and artificial secondary exist­ 
ence of parties which have accomplished 
their initial purposes. 
For it is during 
this secondary period that corruption is 
always developed. 
Out of the good whioh 
great parties do in their youth, springs the 
evil which natnrally belongs to a popular 
confidence no longer warranted. How many 
pitiful knaves have sheltered their sordid 
abases under the mantle of the m artyr, 
statesman, Abraham Lincoln?

by a simple majority except when the 
number voting in the affirmative is over 
200. 
As this is a case which occurs very 
seldom, it will be seen that the closure can 
really only be resorted to upon extraor­ 
dinary occasions ; and this is a guarantee 
against its abuse. 
In fact the new rule 
proposed by Mr. Gladstone is not so ef­ 
fective or so sweeping as our “ previous 
“ question,” though nobody has ever dis­ 
covered in the latter a sinister machinery 
for the suppression of free speech. 
As a 
fact the “ previous question ” is absolutely 
indispensable to the steady and useful 
prosecution of pnblio business in legisla­ 
tive bodies, and the only cause for surprise 
is that the House of Commons should have 
been able to get on at all without a rule 
of the kind.

THE FRENCH UNEASINESS. 


It is very difficult to ascertain how much 
of serious danger there is in the recent 
manifestations of anarchy in France. 
Rea­ 
soning by analogy it does not seem probable 
that any considerable percentage of the 
people of that country can have been in­ 
fected by Nihilism, and yet the unruly 
element may be cons Arable enough to 
cause trouble. 
Of course it must always 
be borne in mind th at there are two, if not 
three, French factions, which are anxious 
to throw discredit upon the present govern­ 
ment. 
I t has been alleged that Gambetta 
is not above availing himself of a melo­ 
dramatic situation to recommend himself 
once more as a possible Savior of France. 
The Legitimists are interested also in cre­ 
ating the belief th at the republic íb weak, 
and the Bccapartists are of the same mind. 
But though there may be some exggeration 
or even imposture about the recent abuses, 
there are facts enough to show that it is 
not wholly insubstantial; th at in fact 
there is some kind of an organization which 
is trying to incite ill-disposed people to 
commit ontragea with dynamite and other 
explosives, and is publishing elaborate in­ 
structions for the manufacture of these 
terrible agents. 
This anarchic organization 
may be a mere skeleton, or it may be more. 
W hatever it is, the 
country demands 
its prompt extirpation, and jf the Govern, 
ñrent cannot get at it, it is quite possible 
th at th e Government may lie overthrown. 
In th at event we suppose G am betta will 
offer himself again, though there is nothing 
to show that he could do anything more 
than his predecessors. 
The “ anarchists" 
in France, however, appear to be performing 
the functions of the "bloody shirt ” in this 
country, and th at fact indicates that the 
French are making rapid advances in the 
science of politics.

It appears th at H erbert Spencer íb being 
laughed at in England because some people 
there think the recent elections in the Uni­ 
ted States have somehow discredited his 
judgment upon American traits and tenden­ 
cies. 
But the fact is that the elections 
have not discredited Mr. Spencer at all. 
W hat he said was th at the American peo­ 
ple were prfine to tolerate petty invasions 
of their individual rights. 
He did not say 
th at they were prcne to tolerate long 
continued political abuses, though if he 
had said that he would undoubtedly have 
spoken the truth. 
The recent elections, 
however, really confirm and emphasize his 
criticism, for they show how long it takes 
to bring about political changes which are 
in the nature of reform. 
As to our endur­

bearing upon th at matter, but the accuracy 
of the representation made by Mr. Spencer 
has not yet been questioned on this aide 
of the Atlantic, and we do not think it is 
at all likely to be.

T ortere and Bobbery of an Aged Miser. 
C ik c ih s a t i, November 12:h.—For twenty 
years Edward Holroyd bag lived in what wag 
once a beautiful residence on Eagt Walnut 
Hills. In 1839 be was a partner of John 
Shillito. A quarter of a century ago came 
the first difference between man and wife. 
W ith his fast-accumulating wealth he ac­ 
quired a greed for more, and in an effort to 
obtain possession of bis wife's property he 
brought on the quarrel. She still lives only 
a short distance from her former home, but 
her husband cut off all communication with 
the outer world. Once a day, from that time 
on until now, a man came with a supply of 
provisions, 
and, depositing them inside 
the 
door, would 
find 
there 
at 
the 
same time money for the supplies of the day. 
He never saw hie patron. 
Four times each 
yeax he was visited by bis agent, whom he 
would meet outside the dwelling, and there 
receiving briefly his reports would Issue the 
necessary instructions, and then retire to bii 
residence. Soared by age, the man became a 
m'ner, and among the ignorant strries were 
current that his house teemed with wealth. 
Friday night enterprising burglars forced a 
shutter, and goiDg up stai-s broke open the 
door of his sleeping-room end dreg^ed the 
terrified man from his bed. There were four 
intruders, three masked, the foartli a large, 
heavy 
man, standing 
back 
and giving 
orders. 
Demands for t money brought no 
reply, as 
the 
victim 
was 
rpitchlo-e 
from fright. Blows were next resorted tc-, 
and finally they draeged him through the 
house, believing that when he reached tho 
apartment where was the hidden treasure he 
would indicate it by pantomime, if he could 
not speak. From one place he produced s 
pocketbook conttiuing $5. Dragging him on 
they stopped in one of the lower rooms and 
resolved on fresh torture. The large man 
placed his heavy heel on one of Holroyd’s 
bare feet, and gave a twist that wrenched 
the large toenail from its place. Aa well as 
possible the men were told to go to a closed 
room facing them and look in a wooden box 
that was on a shelf. 
In 
that recep­ 
tacle, 
under _ maDy 
rags, 
they 
found 
five §1,000 Government bonds, which had 
lain there for twenty veate, with the interest 
as yet untouched. 
They were worth now 
over §13,000. They also found §200 in money. 
Having al!, he hoped they would now go 
away; but he was disappointed. Procuring 
newspapers, they lighted them and singed 
his body in several places for further extor­ 
tion, but without avail. Giving him a final 
beating, they started on a ransacking tour, 
and made their escape. Saturday afternoon 
a neighbor saw a window open in the old 
man’s house. This was so umianal that an 
investigation was made. A Lieutenant of 
police visited the place, forced open a win­ 
dow and made his way to the old man’s room. 
Desolation was everywhere; rags, dirt and 
filth in every room. 
Until 
the 
night 
previous no living man save the burglars had 
been there for twenty-five years. 
On an old- 
fashioned four posted bed lay the miser, 
with a greasy quilt drawn up to his chin. 
Drawing down the coverlet to examine his 
injuries, one of the dirtiest shirts ever worn 
by mortal man was exposed. 
Originally 
white, it was now a mere cobweb, gray with 
dirt, and looking indeed r.s if soaked in cold 
gravy. 
Its thickuers with grease made it 
cling to his body as if molded on. 
Prrfft-rs 
of aid were tendered the miser sr.d refured, 
and ho was left to his memories and his 
solitnde. 
Holroyd is about 80 year» old, 
anil is worth from §100,000 to §150,000. 
He 
is liable to die from injuries received 
R andall on the Political Situation. 
P h il a d e l p h ia , November 12th.—Samuel 
J. Randall was hunted up to-day for a talk 
on the future of the Democracv. 
Referring 
to the November elections, Mr. Randall 
said • “ I believe the recent Democratic re­ 
form successes mean a declaration by the 
people in favor of greatly reducing the public 
expenses, both in the general and local gov­ 
ernments. Such reductions are easily at­ 
tained, and can be Becared without friction 
by proper administration. Republican con­ 
trol has led to extravagance in every direc­ 
tion, and the people be.ieve that thoce now in 
power are not equal to the accomplishment of 
such a re»ult.

met, and

than doing away with the internal revenue 
system. 
As for myself, I am in favor of an 
absolute and entire repeal of all such taxation." 
The Republicans made a mistake in not co­ 
operating with the Democrats at the last »:s- 
eion of Congress in securing the proposed 
reduction of §70,000.000. 
Now the whole 
system must go.” 
Mr. lUudall then pro­ 
ceeded to show how tne Government ceuld 
rai?e the revenue necessary to meet its obli­ 
gations and expenses. He said : “ I do not 
favor a tariff enacted on the ground of pro­ 
tection simply for the sake of protection, be­ 
cause I doubt the existence of any con­ 
stitutional warrant f ji such construction 
or the grant of any auc’a power. I t would 
manifestly be in the nature of cías» legisla­ 
tion. In my judgment, the question of free 
trade will not arise practically in this country 
during our lives, so long as we continue to 
raise revenues by duties on imports. There­ 
fore the diaensnon of that principle is abso­ 
lute waste of time. There is hardly a man 
in public life who advocates it pare and sim­ 
ple. 
Nobody wants direct taxation, al­ 
though it wonld bring taxation so Dear and 
constantly before the people that Congress 
would hesitate long before it voted the sums 
of money it now does, if not for improper, at 
least for questionable purposes. 
Reform in 
tho civil service of the Government is needed, 
and the enactment of laws to prevent the en­ 
forced aaeessmr-nts upon officials’ salaries, 
whether such office-holders are under Federal, 
State or municipal authority. 
I think I 
can assure the public that nothing will be 
done by the Democratic House which will in 
any degree disturb or even embarrass tbe 
present business relations and property.”

A LUCKY POCKET HANDKERCHIEF, 


In the last year of the seventeenth cen­ 
tury a man appeared in Glasgow in whom 
the city found a benefactor, who has been 
rather ungratefully forgotten. 
His name 
was Wilson ; he was born in Flakefield, 
and, in as far as he is remembered at all, 
it is by the name of his birthplace. He had 
been a weaver before he served as a soldier 
in the Continental wars ; and while bo serv­ 
ing in Germany his eye was one day at­ 
tracted by a woven blue-and-white check­ 
ered handkerchief. 
It was a lucky mo­ 
ment for Glasgow when Flakefield bought 
this article. 
He stowed it away among his 
treasures, and he resolved “ some day 
to 
weave one like it. 
In the year above 
named he and the prized handkerchief, 
with Flakefield’s father and brother, Bet- 
tied in Glasgow, and there the ex-soldier, 
returning to his old calling, attempted to 
produce a woven blue-and-white checkered 
handkerchief. 
After some unsuccessful 
essays Flakefield succeeded, and the blue- 
and-white checkers were soon familiar all 
over the country. There was a rage for the 
novel handkerchief. 
Fresh set-up looms 
could hardly produce these articles fast 
enough, and on them the extensive linen 
manufacture of Glasgow was founded. 
Some years after the town-drummer of 
the city was a man who excited mnch sym­ 
pathy. 
This humb'e official, in fact, was 
noDe other than Wilson of Flakefield, the 
old soldier and weaver, whose loom had 
started into life the above-named manu­ 
facture. 
But rival looms, whose ownere 
had greater capital, beat out of the field the 
“ wabster body ” who had done so much 
for Glasgow. 
He fell into poverty, and all 
that generous Glasgow could or would do 
for him was to make him useful (on small 
pay) in his old days—as town-drummerj! 
So runs the story, but it ia to be suspected 
that there is a dash of romance in the de­ 
tails. 
About the time that Flakeland and 
his kinsmen settled in Glasgow the city 
was making rapid Btrides in manufacturing 
importance. 
From its 12,000 inhabitants, 
in 1695, a monthly ces9 was obtained for 
the expenses of the war, which amounted 
to £1,800. 
It seems incredible, but it can 
be proved. 
The amount of this tribute 
made Glasgow second only to Edinburgh, 
which contributed £3,880; and thus in the 
course of a century, Glasgow had advanced 
from the fifth to the second city in the 
kingdom of Scotland.—[Manchester Tim is.

The crime 
was committed last week, Saturday, and the 
body hastily buried by Smitb, and nothing 
was known of it until yesterday noon, when 
the murderer confessed it to some hunters. 
He said when he was fishing a few days ago 
the Lord commanded him to stop and’to be­ 
come a fisher of men. A short time ago he 
called at tie Westminster lostcffice for a 
package, which the good I.iord had told him 
He had sent by mail. When the Postmaster 
told him that there was none he became quite 
angry, saying the Lord never made any mis­ 
takes. He says the Lord commanded him to 
sacrifice his eon, and he did it, cutting his 
throat from ear to ear with a long butcher- 
knife. HU wife seems to be a party to the 
deed, and says the Lord commanded and they 
had to obey ; that if He ordered other sacri­ 
fices they would make them, even if they had 
to kill each other. • The family are Mormons, 
and are considered crazy. The entire family 
are under arrest. The body has been disin­ 
terred, and the inquest and examination is 
now being held at Westminster, Intenso ex­ 
citement exists in the vicinity of the murder, 
but no threats are made of summary punish­ 
ment. It appears, on further investigation, 
that the boy was held by bis mother while 
the mUerable father committed the crime.

S a n t a A n a , November l ‘2th.—In the case 
of Smitb, charged with murder in killing his 
own son, the examination was held at West­ 
minster yesterday. 
On being 
arraigned 
Smith pleaded guUty as charged, and reiter­ 
ated hU htatemen*pf committing the crime 
under divine inspiration as a sacrifice to the 
Lord, 
The only witnesses were Smith and 
his wife, both of whom gave the sickening 
details cf the horrible affair, and the way it 
was carried ont. The wonnd was an im­ 
mense cut in tbe chest, or a strong blow with 
a large butcher knife, driven with such force 
as to cut the breast bones and penetrate some 
eight inches. When the murderous blow was 
struck the boy was kneeling before his pa­ 
rents. Tbe body was disinterred, and de­ 
composition was fuund to have set in ; yet 
regardless of tbe sickening sight before him, 
Smith stood ovei 
partially decomposed 
body and deliberately replaced the knife in 
the ugly wound, showing just how he com­ 
mitted the deed. There was no one present 
whon the mnrdcr was comm'tted except the 
unhnman parents. The scene of the crime is 
a small island off the Bolsa Chica beach, 
about five miles southwest of Westminster, 
and three miies southeast of Anaheim land- 
icg. It U impossible to reach the spot with­ 
out a boat, and it is a rare thing that nnyoue 
goes there. The nearest bouse U about a 
mile and a half distant T te body was kept 
in the house seven days before being buried, 
waiting further inspiration from God. The 
mother has not been arrested, but probably 
will be tc-marrow, charged with complicity 
in the crime. Aside from this matter of 
revelation from God, they are rational and 
very shrewd; but on this they are cranks. 
Smith was hound over to appear on a charge 
rf murder, and is Dow in tbe county jtil in 
Los Angeles. On the conclusion of the ex­ 
amination, and the finding of the Justice be­ 
ing announced, there was a strong feeling in 
favor of lynch law. Had the man been at 
all ugly, he would never have seen another 
day; bat his utter passivenest saved his 
neck, for a time at least. 


THE FIEND 
IN JA IL — HIS ACCOUNT OF THE 
MURDER. 
Los A n g e l e s , November 12th.—Smith, 
the man who killed his son by “ command of 
the Lord ” noar Westminster, in this county, 
about ten days ago, was lodged in jail this 
evening. He is a native of New Jersey, 
about 46 years old. 
He spent his boyhood in 
Utah, and has lived in San Bernardino for 
the paat two years. 
He is an illiter­ 
ate man, and evidently about half-witted.

of the Lord. There was no manifestation of 
the presence of tbe Lord, but the inspiration 
came from within. 1'he boy, he said, mad* 
no opposition when told of the intention to 
kill him, and when he (the father) left the 
house for the purpose of executing the do- 
mand, the boy followed him out without a 
question, as if he understood that he was to 
be killed in obedience to the command of 
God. When they reached the Bpot at which 
the deed was done, be told the boy to kneel, 
which he did almost before the command 
was uttered, and received the fatal stab 
nnresistingly, as though he knew his father 
was only fulfilling the will of the Almighty. 
The deed was done with a batcher knife—a 
tingle stab in the region of the heart 
The 
only words uttered by the boy after receiving 
his death wonnd was a request to 1m carried 
to his bed, and for a dri ik of water. 
When 
asked if his vile • ff r d co resistance to the 
killing of h-r ci.iki, ce answered no; that 
she also felt th» 1 e was obeying the com- 
m»nd of 
the L x d .

he replied, “ N o; I feel sorrow at the loss 
of my son, bat co remorse, as I was inspired 
by God to do th* deed. The inspiration only 
came about ten minutes before the set was 
dono. Tbe remsius were kept from the 4 h 
to tbe 10th instant.” When asked why he did 
bo, he replied tbat he had kept the body 
in the expectation that the Lord wculd direct 
him what to do with it. A t first he intended 
to burn tbe body, thinking co sacrificccould be 
complete withrut fire ; but receiving no fur­ 
ther command from the Lord, he buried him 
at the end of a week. All this time his wife 
and the other children, of whom there are 
three or four, the eldest seven years old, had 
bat little to eat, he having thrown what little 
there was in the house away. 
His object in 
doing this was tbat he did not think the Lord 
wonld 
send 
him 
more 
as 
long 
as 
there was anything in the house. 
In 
replying as to his religions belief, be stated 
that he did Dot belong to any church ; that 
he had never been able to make up his mind 
that any of them were truth. 
HL wife had 
at one 
time belonged to the “ Josenh- 
itee,” but

not 
belonged 
to

church 
since their marriage. The only time at which 
his wife, he said, had shown any signs of 
grief was to-day, when the officers started to 
bring him to jail 
He supposed she felt 
e:>rrow at the loss of their son, but she had 
not shown it. 
Both the man and woman are undoubtedly 
“ cranks.” In telling his story he would 
often wander off, and speak of matters that 
had no connection with his recent “ inspira­ 
tion.” Once he spoke of a vieioo, in which 
tho Lord appeared to bring him a sack of 
money. He also referred to other visions, 
but so incidentally that nothing could be 
made out of them.

HOW MUCH SHOULD WE EAT 7 


How, asks Dr. Nicholls in the Food Re­ 
form Magazine, are we to get at the proper 
quantity of food ? 
Animals living in a 
state of natnre do not over-eat themselves. 
They stop eating when they have got 
enough. 
There are no prize cattle on the 
prnine*. 
It is the stalled ox, and the pig 
in his pen, deprived of exercise, that can 
be fattened into a diseased obesity. Horses 
escape this process because men do not to 
any great extent knowingly devour them. 
The hunter and racer are not over-fed. All 
animals expected to do their work are care­ 
fully fed os to quality and quantity. 
If 
human beings were fed as wisely, they 
would be os healthy. There are some good 
rules for feeding as to quantity. 
When 
our food is simple and natural in kind and 
quality and mode of preparation, there is 
little danger of eating too mnch. 
There 
is little danger, for example, of eating too 
many grapes, apples, poors or bananas. 
Salt, sugar, spices and luxurious cookery 
tempt to axcsso. 
W ith men, at with 
waimMs, 
a 
natural 
diet 
is 
self- 
limiting, 
and 
we 
ore 
disposed 
to 
stop when we have got enough, 
IT» more 
artificial the food, the more elaborate and 
luxurious the feast, the more the liability 
to overload the stomach, overtask the di­ 
gestive power, and overweight the forces of 
life. 
Simplicity of food ia a condition of 
health, and promotes longevity. The quan­ 
tity of food which enables a man to do his 
daily work without loss of weight is pre­ 
cisely what he requires. 
He supplies the 
daily waste—no more and no lese. 
This 
quantity may vary a little with each indi­ 
vidual, bat everyone can easily ascertain 
his own measure of requirement by re­ 
ducing the quantity of daily food until he 
finds a balance of force and weight 
It is 
my opinion that the average quantity of 
water-free aliment required, say by busi­ 
ness add literary men, is twelve ounces. 
Men of great muscular activity may re­ 
quire sixteen to twenty ounces. I have 
found myself in very good condition for 
sedentary work on eight or ten ounces. 
When anyone is in good condition for his 
work and keeps his normal weight, he has 
food enough. 
Dr. Nicholl’s advice is, find 
this quantity by experiment, and then 
-‘--.bitually keep to it.

P h y s io lo g ic a l M a g n e tism .— M. Zeig- 
er, of G eneva, has discovered that two 
magnetized bars of metal, joined together 
in a certain manner, produce certain defi­ 
nite effects upon animals submitted to ex­ 
perimentation, which differ according to 
the angle of intersection. 
One of these 
bars can be replaced by terrestrial magnet­ 
ism, and it is oonclnded that the latter ra­ 
diates in toe same way as light or heat, 
and that its rays are refracted in passing 
through certain bodies, such as crystals 
and iron. 
M. Zsigler says that the phys­ 
iological effects of magnetism can be shown 
by concentrating itB rays throngh a lens of 
soft iron on the heart of a rabbit, when 
circulatory disturbances will occur.

lent peristaltic movements are provoked 
by foensing in the shine way the magnetic 
rays on the intestines. 
The effects thus 
produced on the bowels have been noticed 
by other medical observers, and the dis­ 
covery will, it is believed, lead to import­ 
ant results in physics, physiology and med­ 
icine.
